shall not be lawful for any Sheriff in Ireland , or for any officer of 
any such Sheriff, under or by virtue of any civil process whatsoever, 
to arrest or imprison any person having duly registered any Freehold 
in the county for which such Election shall be had ; any Act or Acts 
of Parliament or any law to the contrary in anywise notwithstanding.
